Back to Parking 
A Common Problem 


One of the recurrent gripes of those asked to partici- 
[pate in assessment districts for the purchase of offstreet 
‘parking is that the spaces purchased wind up being used, 
lat least in part, by “all day parkers.” 


These are usually subclassified into two groups: Those 
working in the stores the parking places are supposed to 
iserve and secondly into a class designated “The commuters.” 


h The commuters, it is true, have a problem. So do the 
owners and employees of the stores which the parking was 
‘acquired to serve. Whether a common solution to the 
problem of the all-day parker can be worked out, is yet 
ito be seen. 


| It does hardly any good for merchants and other 
‘participants in the downtown parking plaza districts to 
separate one class of all-day parking space user from the 
‘other. 


| True, many businessmen find it convenient to have 
their autos close to their places of business. And they can 
always argue that they are each others’ customers, thus 
spreading the benefit. 


But the commuter shouldn't be regarded as a parasite. 

Most of the commuters—and surveys show that there 
laren't too many, really, who use the public plazas all day 
|—are customers, too. They make their homes in Menlo Park. 
(They contribute to its economic base and do their shopping 


‘shopping in the downtown area. 


Recently, a proposal was bandied about that the 
\Friendly Southern Pacific should purchase more parking. 
After all, it’s held, the Espee makes money off commuters 
‘and, if the cost of the purchase of more land proved 
‘onerous, they could always add it to the cost of the com- 
‘mute tickets sold. 


This, in our view, is not an entirely adequate solution: 
that money spent by commuters for more expensive fares 
vould better be spent at home, in local store s, for one thing, 
For another, the railroad company has provided com- 
(paratively good parking facilities for its patrons in the 
‘Menlo Park and Atherton areas—comparatively, we say, 
‘because we're looking at the situation that exists at many 
vother depots along the line. 


f Somewhere in all this, there’s a place where merch- 
‘ants, the railroad, the commuters and the city could all 
‘mutually profit. What about a special city assessment dis- 
itrict, to be owned eventually by the city, and financed at 
least in part by modest car-space rents and in another part 
‘merchants who feel they can profit by soliciting the com- 


muters’ custom? What about the businessmen who use the. 


plazas all day? Certainly, they’re probably already par- 
iticipating in the assessment district, but can’t they be made 
jto participate a little more? 

| Understand, we have no axes to grind in this. We 
idon’t even have any basic new information which makes 
us think such an approach is feasible. All we know is that 
‘projections indicate more parking is going to be needed 
‘in the downtown area. The all-day parker has been iden- 
\tified as one of the major causes of this projected need. 
If we're all going to drive cars, we might as well get in the 


habit of paying the cost of providing ade quate parking for 
them

Do County Employees Get 
Parking ‘Free Ride’? 


While on the subject of parking, let’s take a look at 
the situation that exists in Redwood City, where many 
county employees find space to park their cars on publicly- 
owned land. 

Near the Hall of Justice and Records, for instance, 
there’s a vacant, block-size lot where a new county offices 
building is supposed to rise some day, when the county 
supervisors get enough money together to build it under 
their usual “pay as you go” policy. 

That land was bought out of tax money, paid for by 
ithe residents of the county as a whole. It is now used by 
workers at the hall of justice—a sort of bonus, added to 
their pay. 

Meanwhile, the taxpayers who are considered to have 
approved purchase of the block for an entirely different 
purpose—that of providing county office space—still have 
to scramble for spaces, if their business takes them to the 
area, 

Redwood City has parking meters, and people using 
public spaces are inured to feeding them. That is, the resi- 
dents who don’t happen to be county employees, cough 
up with their nickels and pennies. 

At five cents an hour for a nine-hour day, one can 
expect each parking space to yield 45 cents a day if filled 
full-time. Why should the county employees be exempt 
from this charge? 

Wouldn't the new office building rise faster, if during 
the months or years which may remain before construction 
starts, a fee were collected from them? 

This business of parking is one in which, no matter 
how you cut it, everybody has to pay.

A Tribute to Wives

This is bouquets for Wives 

of Public Officials Week. I 
just now proclaimed it, and it’s 
just as good as any observ- 
ance of a week you can name. 
I did it because it’s been too 
long overlooked that wives of 
public officials (like city 
councilmen, school board trus- 
tees, supervisors, water district 
directors, etc.) are often long- 
suffering gals who get little 
credit for their unheralded and 
unpaid services and sacrifices. 

Think of the times these 
gals sit home alone while their 
husbands’ attend meetings, give 
speeches to various groups, 
and make inspection tours of 
various things connected with 
their official duties. Think of 
the problem of keeping meals 
hot for daddies who can’t get 
home on time because of some 
unforeseen situation —- and 
think of the disappointments 
of missed social engagements 
which had to be called off be- 
cause of some emergency, ima- 
gined or real, involving some 
constituent or some public 
problem. 

And what about all the 
times when citizens drop in 
unexpectedly at the homes 
of these officials to palaver 
about some problem or griev- 
ance—and throw a monkey 
wrench into the pians and 
schedules of their private 
lives. (And sometimes find 
the house in an uproar and 
the dusting unfinished be- 
cause 6f the constant inter- 
ruptions which beset the 
lives of the wives of public 
officials. 

And those _ interminable 
phone calls at all hours of the 
day and sometimes late at 
night or at the crack of dawn. 
(Newspapers editor, publish- 
ers and reporters can sympa- 
thize with this sort of thing, 
since it seems to be an occu- 
pational hazard attached to 
their lives as well.) These are 
the times to try a housewife’s 
patience—when she must lis- 
ten to an irate taxpayer with 
something to say in no uncer- 
tain terms, with the request 
that she tell that so-and-so hus- 
band of hers what for! 

I know of one woman, the 
harassed wife of one member 
of a local government body, 
who is usually about as calm 
a person as you’d ever want to 
meet—but who at times admits 
she almost flips her lid after a 
miserable day trying to cope 
with numbers of people on the 
telephone, nel am pei rfectly

None of 
them, I have found, is un- 
willing to hear criticism or 
to spend a lot of his own 
time explaining all of the 
details surrounding a prob- 
lem when a citizen wants to 
talk about it — but they all 
find it hard to figure out 
why some folks assume ail 
officials are fair game for 
discourtesy, rudeness and a 
wide assortment of cuss 
words, 

3ut most of them are pretty 
good sports about it, and are 
ready to take their lumps for 
whatever they do. I have a 
sneaking hunch none of them 
think their long-suffering 
mates should have to tolerate 
some of the things that hap- 
pen. Our officials are, for the 
most part, conscientiously try- 
ing to do their best and in all 
my years of observing them [| 
have yet to find a real honest- 
-to-gosh stinker among them. 
It’s fortunate that only a few 
people, who get the idea that 
payment of taxes gives an in- 
dividual the right to pick the 
meat and gristle from the 
bones of their public official, 
overlook the fact that they too 
are human. 

Another thing about these 
gals—who I think should have 
some kind of a special niche 
in the world—they have to 
have as much political savvy 
as their husbands. Wherever 
they go, they can scarcely

big names to aid in the new 
battle against the supervisors. 
It has been an almost forgone 
conclusion that the supervisors 
would vote to pull out of the 
district before the billion-plus 
issue goes on the ballot next 
year. 

Unless this new group can 
muster up some unexpected 
support the decision of the 
board is not likely to be 
changed. 

The rapid transit plan was 
bound to have some support in 
this county, but this latest 
move appears to be a battle 
between two very big names 
in the development field. Da- 
vid D. Bohannon, one of the 
largest developers of industrial 
and commercial properties in 
the county, has come out 
against the transit plans. 

Joseph Eichler, whose op- 
erations have been up and 
down the Peninsula, urged 
the supervisors to allow the 
issue to go on the ballot. 
Eichler is now in the 
middle of a huge redevelop. 
ment program in San Fran- 
cisco, so One can guess how 
he has been influenced. Alan 
K. Browne of Burlingame, a 
banker; Ernest L. Molloy of 
Hillsborough, president of 
Macy’s California, and Robert 
Higgins, a former member 
of the transit board, are the 
co-chairmen. 

At least one of the listed 
board of directors has made it 
clear that he is not serving. 

The United Air Lines official 
said he had been invited and 
attended one meeting but did 
not express an opinion, either 
for himself or his company. 
He was surprised later to find 
his name listed on the board. 

Regardless of this move to 
pressure the supervisors the 

only fair action the supervisors 
can take is to withdraw before 
the measure goes to the ballot. 

The cost and the planning 
should be enough, but the fact 
that Santa Clara county is left 
out makes the rapid transit 
system of little benefit to this 
county. Property taxes would 
be jumped sky high mainly to 
solve the transit problems of 
San Francisco and Contra Cos- 
ta counties. 

Another factor that could 
have a terrific influence on 
the future growth of this 
county would be the tax struc- 
ture. Santa Clara county, by 
staying out, would have far 
greater inducements to new in- 
dustry which every county is 
fighting to get into its area. 

The over-all tax rate under 
the transit plans would boost 
industrial, commercial and 
residential taxes to such 
heights that almost any other 
area would be attractive to 
those who wanted to settle 
here. 

We would guess that the or- 
ganization of this new group 
will have little effect on the 
action taken by the board of 
supervisors Dec. 7. But just in 
case more support is needed to 
withdraw from the district we 
urge the public to send letters 
to couny board supporting such 
action. 

The more the better, and 
time is getting short, so if you 
don’t want to have your home 
saddled with big boosts for 
transit every year let the su- 
pervisors know. If the issue 
goes to the ballot here, this 
county could be forced in by 
the voters of San Francisco and 
the East Bay even if a majority 
of our people oppose the bond 
issue. 

A joint Redwood City - 
county plan for a huge urban 
renewal program in the in- 
dustrial area here should 
draw support from every 
part of the county, though 
it would appear to be a local 
issue, 

It is no secret that Santa 
Clara county and the city of 
Palo Alto are doing their best 
to get the huge Ampex Corp. 
plant to relocate in Stanford 
industrial park. Company of- 
ficials have indicated that the 

proper renewal program could 
keep the big plant in Redwood 
City. Thank goodness the move 
has been started in that direc- 
tion.
